SHORTENS HIS TOUR 
THRO. iH HOLY LAND. 


Increasing Gravity of the European 
Situation Compels the Kaiser to Give 

. Up His Trip to Jericho and Syria— 
‘Dedicates Church of tle Redeemer. 


Jerusalem, Oct. 31.—The Emperor and Em- 
press of Germany are curtailing: their visit 
to the Holy Land. They have abandoned 
their trip to Jericho, owing to the European 
complications, and it is also believed they 
will not go to Syria. 

Their Majesties this morning attended the 
consecration of the Church of the Redeemer. 
The ceremony, in which the natives took a 
leading part, was most impressive and was 
marked with the greatest pomp. ’ 

It. is understood that their Majesties will 
remain here for some days. 

At 7 o'clock yesterday. morning Empress 
Augusta Victoria attended the opening of 
the German Orphanage in a — near 
Bethlehem. 

Their Majesties have spent selsiherable 
time amid the scenes cnonected with the 
Savior’s nativity. They have visited the 
pool of Bethesda, the traditional site of the 
Ascension, ‘and the Garden of Gethsemane, 
and have enjoyed the magnificent view of 
the Dead Sea and the plain of Jericho to be 
had from the summit of the Mount of Olives. 

Attired simply and like an ordinary tour- 
ist, the Empress has charmed her hosts by 
her’unaffected grace of manner. Emperor 
William, too, has appeared as a simple 
pilgrim, not courting demonstrations. Nev- 
ertheless, the imperial visitors have been 
everywhere accompanied ‘by picturesque 
throngs—for the most part silent. in ac- 
cordance with Oriental custom—consisting 
of swarthy Bedouins, fierce looking Kurds, 
Jews, Levantines, and Europeans, a hetero- 
geneous mixture that could not be assembled 
in any other city in the world. 

Verious reasons are ascribed for the Em- 
peror’s curtailment of his journey, but it is 
said tnat the main cause is the excessive 
heat and the discomfort of travel. Nearly 
forty horses have already succumbed and 
the Emperor has, therefore, decided to re- 
turn to Haifa from Jaffa by sea.

**I took the trip asa vacation. I wanted to 
see the wildest part of North America, and 
I found it. It was fully up to expectations,”’

live, early last April with a college chum, 
Burton Babcock. Both of us had ‘ roughed 
it’ in the Rockies every summer and we 
thought we knew what there was of ae 
country. 

“*We went from West Salem to 
B. C., where we outfitted and prepared to 
start overland 1,000 miles to the Stikine 
River, intending to go to Lake Teslin. We 


took five ‘horses and all the outfit that our 


experience in the mountains had taught us 
was necessary. We calculated on finding 
an arid country, but instead we traveled 
threugh a flood.. 

‘It didn't rain for the first few days of the 
1,000 miles, but when it began to come down 
it poured steadily. Phere was no bottom to 
the trail. There were where the 
maps said there were nofe and no streams 
_where -there should have been. .The coun- 
try has never been surveyed except by guess. 
The rivers were swollen, and it Was a con- 
stant risk of’our lives to cross most of them. 

‘All along those 1,000 miles were men 
bound, like us, for Lake Teslin. Some were 
without provisions. One of our five bronchos 
died from eating poisonous grass. The c wn 
ers were sick. We learned of one man Ww 
started out with vic horses and 
them all. 

Maps Prove a Delasion. 

‘““Nobody knew where we were. It was 
impossible to tell from the maps. It was 

comparatively easy for an experienced miner 
to keep the trail, but there were scores of 
men who lost it. The trail wasn ’t even 
blazed. The man who was sent out to sur-

We were on short rations for about li 
days before we reached Fort Wrangel. We 
fed some of the poor fellows along the trail, 


but one had to look out for himself, too, in .

Intimidate the Blacks. 


While appealing letters from women, affi- | 


davits from Northern men who have turned 
Democrats, and other literature of like char- 
acter fill the daily press of the State, the 
newspapers’ attacks upon the negroes are 
vicious in their bitterness. While the whites 
who read the newspapers are thus stirred 


to a spirit of vengeance against the negro, | 


the latter is intimidated by demonstrations 
which appeal to his dense comprehension. 
For instance, the rapid-firing gun was. 
brought to Wilmington for the purpose of 
impressing the blacks with its murderous 
quality, and a white man’s labor bureau 
has been formed with the avowed purpose 
to displace the negroes with white labor. 
Many of the business-men said today that 
ihe movement was quite successful, large 
numbers of negro porters, messengers, and 
truck drivers having been supplanted by 
whites. ._The negroes employed upon the 
wharves in various capacities have all been 
told that they will be discharged and turned 
adrift if they attempt to vote on election 


day. 

In addition to all this the black man fs still 
further being terrorized by the appearance 
at political meetings of hundreds of men 
wearing red shirts, the lurid color of which 
is supposed to strike fear to the negro heart. 
Throughout the State Democratic gather- 
ings are now known as “ red shirt rallies.” 
The custom is imported from South Caro- 
lina, where, according to the Democratic 
managers, it was practiced with success 
in suppressing the colored vote. 

There is absolutely no reason why in cen- 
tral. and western North Carolina this feel- 
ing of antagonism to and hatred of the 
blacks should be thus stimulated and in- 
flamed. 


Where the Whites Are Unjust. 


There is no danger of negro domination 
in these sections. for the whites outnumber 
the negroes by a large pe.centage. Theanti- 
negro movement there is purely political, 
inaugurated by the Democrats as the issue 
most likely to succeed. while here in Wil- 
mington it has its mghtful origin in the 
principle of self-protection. 

The result will be, however, that not only 
here in the eastern part of the State, but 
practiially everywhere in North Carolina, 
the negroes will be disfranchised on election 
day.

The Republican leaders, alarmed at the 
state of affairs. which has resulted from 
negro domination here, and fearful of tragic 
consequences, have deserted the negroes, 
and the latter, without leaders, have no 
fixed or definite purpose. They have been 
cowed by threats and intimidation into a 
state of absolute -fear. 

Here tn this city their maladministration 
has deprived them of all sympathy in their 
dileémima, and their colored brethren 
throughout the State will be made to suffer 
the deprivation of a right which ought to

Requests County Board to Give Him 


$3,800 for Balance of Fiscal Year— 
_ Decision to Be Made Next Week—Po- 
sitions to Be Filled. .

The County board yesterday received from 
County Recorder Simon the details of an 
appropriation required for the establishment 
of the office of Registrar of Titles. An 
emergency allotment of funds is asked for 
the two remaining months of the fiscal year. 
The salaries were fixed at $3,800. Such sup- 
plies as are needed can be drawn through 
the Recorder’s office. The deputies needed 
are two examiners, a chief deputy, regis- 
try clerk, chainman, judgment clerk, tract 
index clerk, alphabetical and transfer clerk, 
keeper of vault, inspector of premises, tax 
and special assessment clerk, and cashier. 
Recorder Simon says he will employ them 
only as they are needed. 

If the board grants the request the Re- 
corder says he will open the offices soon. 
The ccmmunication cannot be passed on 
by the board until Monday, however, as it 
was referred to the Finance committee. 


Recorder Simon proposes to pay his exam- 


iners salaries of $5,000 a year each. 
The law requires that at least two shall be 
appointed, their duties being to sit as mas- 
ters to inquire into the petitions as they 
are filed, and to prepare the case for the 
issuance of a certificate of registration un- 
der the law. They will hold the most im- 
portant positions in the office of the Regis- 
trar. 


The Recorder also asked the County board |

R. BALDWIN needs no introduction 
to the class of readers his book will 
interest chiefly. He is the President 
of the American Social Science asso- 

i clation, was formerly President of 
the American Bar association and also of the 
New Haven Colony Historical society. Asa 
distinguished and learned jurist he has been 
in demand at national gatherings of impor- 
tance for many years. This compilation of 
his essays will be found of particular valre 
to all students of constitutional history and 
of no small degree of interest to the general 
reader.

Dr. Andrews took fur 
his subject “Greater America,” and the 
views which he expressed proved him to 
be in entire harmony with the spirit of 
the time on the question of “ territorial 
expansion.” The prominence which he gave 
to this subject indicates that he considers 
it the leading issue before the American 
mpeople at the present time. - | 
In common with all thoughtful men, Dr.

Add to them the savings bank depositors, 
the owners of the bonds of States, coun- 
ties, cities, and corporations, not made 
payable specifically in “‘ gold,” the owners 
of stock in building and loan associations, 
the life insurance policy-holders, the hold- 
ers of mortgages and of promissory notes, 
aud the pensioners, and there is a total of at 
least 16 million persons who will be hit 
by “Coin” Harvey’s retroactive silver 
legislation, which he alleges is aimed ex- 
clusively at “ the large money lenders.”

How Havana’s Filthy Condition Men- 
aces Southern Po leaning the 
City Regarded as a War Measure. — 


While Colonel George BE. Waring was in 


Havana, commissioned to report to the 


President the sanitary needs of the city 
and the work necessary to put it on a healthy 
footing. he was accompanied on some of his 
‘trips of investigation by a correspondent for 
the New York Sun. The correspondent 
cables therfollowing tnformation to his 
paper, which reveals how necessary it is 
that immediate steps be taken to remove. 
a constant menace to the health of our 


Southern” cities: 


Colonel Waring has said that it is the worst. 
case of filth and carelessness in a city that 
he knows of in his long experience with 
these matters. In addition to a sewage 8ys- 
tem, of which not the slightest suggestion 
exists in Havana, and new pavements for 
the streets, the Colonel thinks that 100,000 
water closets ought to be imported here 
and each house provided with one. Per- 
haps the whole cost would amount to nearly 
$50,000,000, but it f8 a sacrifice that must be 
made in the interests of the United States 
and of humanity. ..Not only will yellow fever 
disappear from here, but many other in- 
fectious diseases which are annihilating the 
Cuban people. Smallpox and typhoid fever 
find here a’ good ground to develop their 
ravages on account of this awful state of 
things. Malarial fevers here assume a 
pernicious character, which kills a man 
in a few days, because the atmosphere is 
full of bad germs of every kind. 7 

It is marvelous that the mortality is not 
greater here than it is. Now an average of 
100 persons are dying here every day of in- 
fectious diseases produced by filth. The 
slaughter house is a center of bad germs. 
Its stench can We sméit one mile away, and 
it contributes with its dirt to tncrease the 


| horrible condition of the harbor. It is most 
necessary also to clean the harbor, build 


a new slaughter house, and clean the. 
swamps around the city. All this is a mat- 
ter of two years’ work, if done at the same 
time all over the city and not by sections. 
The best time to begin the work is in win- 
ter, when the northern winds come and 
sweep away much of the germs in the air. 
Yet the removal of earth and all the details 
of the. work will be almost surely a great 
immediate danger for the inhabitants of 
Havana. An epidemic of pernicious fever 
will develop and probably kill thousands and 
thousands. - So it happened here whén the 
water works of Havana were made several 
years ago and the streets. were opened to 


The soil is full of moisture, fecal matter, 
and all kinds of dirt. When stirred up it 
will spread its poison in the air. The mu- 
nicipality of Havana has no money with 
which to pay for the works. The most im- 
‘portant properties. of the municipality are 
mortgaged to creditors. Colonel Waring 
says cleaning up the city must be considered 
by the American government as a war 
measure, °

The committee which the Chicago Meth- 
odist Social union last week authorized to 


ENDS ITS SOUTHERN TOUR. 


War Investigation Board Reaches Camp 
Poland, Tenn., and Starts 


for Washington. 


Camp Poland, Knoxville, Tenn., Oct. 31.— . 
The War Investigating -commission con- 
cluded the work of its Southern tour here to- 
day and at 6 o'clock tonight left for Wash- 
ington, expecting to arrive there about 12 
o‘clock tomorrow noon. It is the pres- 
ent intention that the commission shall go to 
Camp Meade soon after its arrival at Wash- 
ington, and ex-Governor Woodbury will pro- 
ceed to Vermont as a subcommittee to take 


testimony there. | 


The commission dévoted the forenoon to 
inspecting the camps and the afternoon to 
taking testimony. They found a division of 
troops here under the command of Colonel 
Kurtze of the Second Ohio, and while they 
had no personal criticisms to express against 
him, some of the commissioners expressed 
the opinion that the command was too large 
to be intrusted to an officer below the rank 


of Brigadier. 


The first witness before the commission 
was Dr. John C. F. Martin, a contract sur- 
geon from Ohto who was at Chickamauga. 
He repeated his expression of opinion that 
the water in the pipe line system at Chick- 
amauga was contaminated by the water 
from Cave Spring Creek. He said that after 
he’ had first expressed this opinion, saying 
at the same time thatthe facts in regard to 
the existence of typhoid were being sup- 
pressed, he had been summoned by General 
Sheridan and toid that he must retract im- 
mediately or submit to a court-martial. : 
had then written a letter of retraction, but he 
declared that he had done this to promote 
discipline and not because he had changed 
his opinion as to the pollution of the water. 

Dr. Park L.. Myers, a contract surgeon 
from Ohio, who was engaged in the hospital 
ofthe Second Division of the First Division 
at Chickamauga, differed from most of the 
physicians in his estimate of typhoid. He 
said that while many believed 90 per cent of 
the sickness at the camp to be typhoid, he did 
not believe that to exceed 2U per cent was 
of that character. 

Colonel G. K. Hughes, division Superin- 
tendent of the Southern railroad, gave the 
commission information as to the trouble 
encountered in moving troops. 
as a rule the soldiers had codéperated in the 
work of the railroad company, but that there 
had been some disorder at times.

Whether this department shou!d not’ require 
all companies to reserve alike, on equal hazards 
and equal amounts, {s a question that I shall con- 
sider further, and may later announce a definite 
conclusion in regard to the matter.
